Editor’s Note: We request that our 
readers read this article carefully as 
important statements are made by our 
Pr Me o.-c I. 

Ralph E. Carlson, First Lieutenant 
Infantry, is now P.M.S.&T. here. He 
succeeds Lt. William Irving, who has 
been substituting for Lt. Col. Harris, 
who is now a patient in the Walter 
Reed Hospital in Washington. 

Lt. Carlson’s home was in Blacks- 
burg, Virginia. He has attended Col- 
umbia University, N. Y. C., and Ford- 
ham. He has been commissioned in 
the army since 1932. For the past two 
and a half years he has been connected 
with the M. S. & T. Department at V. 
P.I. At one time he taught and was a 
professor of economics. While teach- 
ing economics at V.P.I., he was called 
to active duty. 

Carlson, in an interview, stated that 
he would like very much to write a 
formal letter to the corp, but because 
of pressing duties, it will be impossible. 
Towever, he makes the following state- 
ments: 

“I will put out as much as I can for 
the corp, and only hope that they will 
do the same for me.” 

Carlson contends that where there is 
a will, there is a way. He says, “If 
the boys will but ‘will,’ they will pass 
government inspection. Output equals 
input minus a little loss from fric- 
tion; so let’s oil up the machine and 
get rid of friction. In that way we will 
get the full efficiency of the machine.” 

“Phe sincere efforts of Major and 
Colonel Koller and the staff are to 
make men and not to break them. 
These efforts should be appreciated by 
the corp, for the open world offers few 
people who have this same view. AMA 
can be proud of its competent and en- 
lightened leaders. I have met a large 
number of people in the educational 
field, and feel that I am competent to 
know high qualities of leadership.” 


He further states that the way a dis- 
ciplined military unit performs is bas- 
ed on sound discipline, that should not 
suffer losses by irresponsible acts of 
kidding or fooling. The foundation of 
military work is firm discipline. Firm 
discipline must be combined with gen-
